Victoria an Open Port all Winter. 

The recent severe weather which has 
frozen tl"' Columbia River below Astoria 
ami tho Fraaer below New Westminster, 
gliows tliat Victoria is the only port on this 
const in winter between San Francisco and j 
the North Pole. Tho Brother Jonathan, on| 
her lust, trip, spent several hours in gelling 
to Astoria l hum nil the ice. Passengers des- 
tined for Portland had to be brought on hero, 
where some are stopping. Others returned 
on the steamer, and if the ice will not permit 
the steamer to go up to Portland, they will 
hare to go back tu Sttn Francisco, What 
■with the bur at the mouth of the river all tho 
year round, and tho ice in winter, there is. I 
pretty conclusive evidence that no spot on 
the shores of Columbia River can ever be- 
come it rival to Victoria, 

But New Westminster, the groat up-river 
rival of Victoria, in the imagination of some 
people, is in a sad plighl indeed, The 
steamers can neither enter nor clear— can 
neither i>o up stream noi down, hut stick In 
the wharves with fear and trembling, leal 
that when the ice bleaks up thej may <>o 
d..wt. piream withon I pa) ing ordinary respect 
lo the Collector of Customs, Tins is cer- 
tainly a very unpleasant prospect indeed 
for sUambont owners. But the presumption 
is thai the wharves will go down stream with 
them. Should these tilings occur,il would be 
a very sad affair indeed. The loss of property 
would be very great ; so preat, indeed, that 
it would prove a serious check to ihe aspira- 
tions, if not to the prospects of New West- 
minster. Parties who arrived yeslatday ex- 
press their convictions that such will be the 
inevitable result. 

Happily, Victoria, though experiencing a 
more severe spell of cold weather at present 
than for many years previous, is still an 
open port. Not a cake of ice can ho f und 
in our harbor. Steamer:', sailing vessels 
and wharves are just :.s secure from ice a- 
at midsummer. This is a great fact worthy 
the attention of all parties interested in 
commerce, navigation, or real estate. \\ here 
the vicissitudes ol the seasons do not impair 
(he security ot 

taerce, there is the place to invest in property 
to build up a city. Large cities have grown 
up on the banks of rivers which are annually 
frozen up. Bui it has been n matter of ne- 
cessity— like Quebec, Montreal, Cincin- 
nati. Ocean harbors occasionally freeze up. 
Yet a haibor that is not close 1 up by ice 
during the coldest weathei in the year, has

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Later from Fraaer River. 

Mr. Barnard, (of Barnard's Express,) ac- 
companied by Messrs. T. Weatgarth, Mul- 
len, MoGrcavy, Armstrong and Lewis, ar- 
rived in a oanoe yesterday noon from New 
Westminster, with a small express. The 
party left New Westminster at 10 o'clock 
on Monday morning last, and hauled the 
canoe over the ice from that place to the 
mouth of the river, a distance of fifteen miles. 
They made Plumper's Pass the first night, 
and on Tuesday nigh) encamped on Orcas 
Island. The cold was intense, and the party 
suffered considerably. 

The weather had been severe all along 
the river. Nut much snow had fallen. At 
Yale the mercury had stood four degrees 
below zero, and at New Westminster it was 
two degree* above /.ere. Mr. Barnard's 
Express left Lytton on the 28fh of Decern- 
her and Vale on the 3d inst., and arrived at 
New Westminster on the 12th, having been 
nine days in making the trip between the 
two latter points. The river was frozen over 
in many [dares, and the journey was made 
mostly on foot. Before Mr. Barnard left for 
this place, the river was reported frozen from 
Westminster to Harrison Uiver, 

Messrs. Westgarth and Louis are from 
Port Douglas, but brought no express Iron: 
that placei 

All the river steamers, with the exception 
of the Maria, are moored at New Westmin- 
ster, and it is feared that when the ice breaks 
up they will receive serious damage The 
Maria, is frozen in at Harrison Uiver, but is 
considered safe fieni damage. 

Mr. McLean, a packer, who has animals 
wintering at Williams' Lnke, informed Mr. 
Barnard thai he left the lake on the 23d of 
December, at which date the animals were 
getting along very well. The weather was 
very cold but the fall of snow had been light 
—barely enough to cover the ground. At 
Nicolana River, Mr. McLean says the ani- 
mals were also doing well. .None had .lied 
at either point.

Jameson's Journal, 
published in 1827, gives an account of a 
visit to the Burmese Petroleum vvelJs, from 
which was obtained oil of the same nature 
as that now used and called coal oil. Some 
of these wells were from u7 to 53 fathoms in 
depth, and yielded a daily average of from 
130 lo 18") "gallons of what was known in 
Burmah as '• earth oil." It was almost uni-
